This is an exact account of the 
U.S. Senate in full session on June 
3 debating the crucial issue of sil- 
ver dollars minting. The serious- 
ness of the issue escapes no one, 
the tone of the proceedings, how- 
ever, may well raise the question: 
how seriously is the issue really 
taken by the Congress? 

The debate: concluded with the 
sober and history tinted expose 
by Senator Yarborough of Texas 
who stated in essence:

In the western and 
southwestern country the silver 
dollar has always been used as a 
part of the medium of exchange. 
We in Texas have a long common 
border with Mexico of more than 
a thousand miles. Silver has al- 
ways been the medium of ex- 
change there; the 5-peso Mexican 
coin, the size of a silver dollar, is 
a common medium of exchange in 
Mexico. We would regret to have 
: weaker medium in our own coun- 
ry. 


“As a member of the delegation 
from this body to the 5ist Inter- 
parliamentary Union at Brasilia 
in 1962, I found that in Mexico— 
peso—and Peru—sol—the silver 
dollar size coin was in common 
usage, but when we visited richer 
countries like Argentina and Bra-

Study In Varieties 
The study of Buffalo nickel va- 
rieties is a field of numismaties in 
itself. Asides from the tyne 1 and 
2 designs, better known varieties 
include the 1918-D over 7 variety, 
. 1938-D over S variety and the 
_- 1987-D 3 legged variety. The fig- 
ures 7/8 and combinations thereof 
seem to exercise a strange fascina- 
tion on U. S. mint technicians. 
_Vaguely familiar in this respect 
are the tricks played on the tail 
feathers of Morgan’s eagle in the 
silver dollar issue of 1878. The bird 
began with eight tail feathers but 
after a brutal obliteration, visually 
reducing this number to seven, 
the last outrages were applied in 
pulling out the 8th feather al- 
together. 

A similar feat of surgical dex- 
terity took place with the ampu- 
tation of the Buffalo’s fourth leg 
in 1937. Fortunately for the Buf- 
falo, many specimens encountered 
are fakes according to contempo- 
rary  numismatic chroniclers, 
Warns Whitman’s red book: “Be- 
ware of removed leg.”

Expert’s Opinion 

Because of the highly special- 
ized nature of this market an ex- 
pert on Buffalo nickels was con- 
tacted. He offered the following 
views: “In general, the market 
for Buffalo nickels has been dis- 
appointing. The largest percent- 
age of orders filled recently comes 
from collectors who~started al- 
bums years ago and started with 
coins of good to better grades, 
they are now completing these al- 
bums with Fair to Good coins. Few 
people are starting Buffalo books 
because of the prohibitive — cost. 
Furthermore, collectors are not 
inclined to start a circulated set 
when they can only find few if 
any of the coins in circulation.” 

The chances for running or pro- 
moting the series by dealers are 
slim, he stated, because of the low 
supplies available. Two rolls with 
the best investment potential in- 
clude 1931-S and 1937-S. The 1931- 
S has trading possibilities because 
its relative availability. Expansion 
of type collecting could make it a 
desirable item. The 1937-S . sit- 
uation is intriguing because of its 
low price in relationship to the 
other Buffalo nickels. Ultimately 
this price will allign itself with 
the rest of the market. 

He further stated that he feels 
a further price increase in all 
grades is forthcoming because of 
the rapid depletion of available 
dealer supplies. Replacement cost 
for dealers has climbed steeply, 
forcing them to pay higher 
prices.

May 27 I ordered from still 
another dealer enclosing a bank 
money order. Have heard noth- 
ing at all. 

My first contact with the 
Coin Business has been the most 
unpleasant and really the only 
one that amounts to much. A

lined the opportunities in Dol- 
lar Investment. I called the 
dealer. He offered to come to 
my motel for discussion. I ex- 
plained that I knew absolutely 
nothing about Coins.

I was 
told that BU Rolls of Cents 
might have one or two end 
coins discolored slightly. Of 
course the word is now TON- 
ED. GEMS were BUs which the 
dealer had personally sorted to 
eliminate dinged or scratched 
coins.

“Silver creates confidence. I 
would dislike to see silver dollars 
taken out of circulation in this 
country, though they are not used 
so much in urban areas. They have 
been historically used in our part 
of the country for a long time. 
Their history goes back to the use 


of pieces of eight of the Spanish 


colonial era. That coin was the 
size of a silver dollar and was 
used as a medium of circulation 
in the English colonies and in the 
United States until the American 
Civil War. This coin, the Spanish 
dollar, the “pieces of eight,” was 
really an 8-real coin. They were 
circulated in Latin America, Asia, 
Mexico, and in rural areas in the 
United States until at least the 
Civil War. That is where we got 
the term “bit” from. If a coin of 
8 reals was cut in two pieces, a 
half became four bits. If an 8-real 
coin was cut in four pieces, each 
piece became two bits, and _ be- 
came ‘a quarter” and was worth 
a quarter or 25 cents of our dol- 
lar. We still use the terms “two 
bits,” “four bits,” “a quarter” in 
the South and West. 


“So there are many good reasons 
for having the silver dollar as a 
circulating unit in our medium of

Keeping the 
silver dollar in circulation would 
help create strength in our mon- 
ey, the people’s faith in that mon- 
ey, and in the Government itself.” 






By the exception of a few com- 
ments of dignity and wisdom of- 
fered in evidence, the June 3 de- 
bate in the Senate on the minting 
of silver dollars issue, is unsatis- 
factory to the voting citizen and 
tax payer. There is indeed room, 
even in the most serious debates, 
for a light touch of verbosity and 
frivolity. 


When Congressional alacrity 
however reaches the proportions 
of a Gilbert and Sullivan rehear- 
sal there is cause for concern how 
the Nation’s business is conduct- 
ed on an issue so grave. 


It is sad indeed, the day has 
come where the main argument 
for a Congressional debate is cen- 
tered around a macaronic verse, 
while so many other justifiable 
and intrinsic values are overlook- 
ed which could better serve the 
cause of silver dollar issuance.

They were very impressed 
with the high prices of the coins 
spread before them, but few cared 
to buy at those levels. Many show- 
ed little knowledge of even the ap- 
proximate value of the sets on ex- 
hibit. One visitor, when given a 
price of thirty seven fifty for a 
complete uncirculated Mercur y 
set actually pulled out, after 









} 





the tables. These novices nu-— 
mismatics had obviously heard _ 
that there were fortunes to be 
made in coins and were there to 
make theirs. They paid little heed 
to what they were buying and as 
a result, the junk dealers had a 
field day. 


The whole current trend of nu- 
mismatiecs today was summed up 
in one two ended transaction 
which took place Sunday morning. 
While a dealer’s assistant sold, for 
$80, a bag of 1964-D cents at one 
end of the table, the dealer, at the 
other end of the table, was pur- 
chasing a gem uncirculated roll of 
Walking Liberty half dollars for 
the same price. 


The current date roll market is 
still very much alive but many 
dealers seem to he showing a pre- 
ference for the older, more scarce 
rolls and singles. Let anybody who 
doubts this go to the average deal- 
er with the above two items and 
see which one is hid for. 


The show ended in the early 
hours of Sunday afternoon with 
the usual flurry of price cutting 
by those who didn’t care to carry 
home heavy stocks of merchan- 
dise. But many had already de- 
parted and few purchasers re- 
mained to do business. 


Next year’s R.C.D.A. show will 
be in Syracuse, New York, in June. 
This is a good choice for it is the 
opinion of many that a coin show 
in a resort town is doomed to gen- 
eral disinterest. With as heavy a 
concentration of coin collectors as 
there are in the New York area, 
the attendance, it is to be hoped, 
will be much heavier than at this 
year’s show.

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Cashdan’s Coin Comments 


Eliot J. Cashdan 


We have just returned from 
Reno, Nevada where we attend- 
ed the first annual convention 
of the Retail Coin Dealers iAs- 
sociation. On the way home we 
stopped over in Las Vegas for 
a day also. We are not writing 
a travelogue, but just laying a 
little ground work for our art- 
icle. 

Anyone who has ever been to 
Reno or Las Vegas knows that 
paper one dollar bills were 
practically non existant in those 
towns, or at least one never re- 
ceived anything but silver dol- 
lars in change at any retail 
establishment. Today, just the 
opposite is true. None of the 
shops in Reno or Las Vegas 
give out silver dollars in change 
anymore, and even the gambl- 
ing casinos seem to be in very 
short supply. There was only

one casino in Reno that had 
silver dollars available on the 
gaming tables, and we did not 
see any displayed at all in the 
casinos in Las Vegas. It was 
possible to get silver dollars at 
the cashier’s window at every 
casino, but they would only 
give them to you if you agreed 
to play the silver dollar slot 
machines with the silver dollars 
they gave you in change. 
Strictly as a matter of num- 
ismatic interest we changed 
several bills into silver dollars 
and then examined them to see 
what the dates were. Strangely 
enough, we found several of the 
dollars that were given to us 
in change to be worth a prem- 
ium, some as high as $4.00 per 
coin. We also noticed quite a 
few dollars that seemed to be 
uncirculated and had probably

just been taken out of the bags 
and put on the tables. Most of 
these uncirculated dollars were 
the commoner dates that have 
been released recently such as 
1881-S, 1883-0, 1885-O, 1885-P, 
1886-P, and 1887-P. We also 
noticed a bunch of 1879-0, 
1880-O, 1881-O and 1882-0 
which were in almost uncircul- 
ated condition. There were a 
few uncirculated Peace dollars, 
mostly 1922-P and 1923-P on 
the tables, but the bulk of the 
dollars that we saw were circ- 
ulated dollars, and some of 
them were quite worn. 

There is an old saying that 
goes something like this, ‘Bad 
money drives good money out 
of circulation’. Far be it from 
us to suggest that the paper 
money of the United States is 
‘bad money’, but silver dollars 
have sure been driven out of 
circulation during the past few 
months. Of course the biggest 
reason for this is the current 
price of silver which at this 
moment is slightly over $1.29 
per ounce. Certain speculators 
who foresee a greater rise in 
the price of silver have been 
purchasing common circulated 
silver dollars in great quanti- 
ties mainly for their bullion 
value. These coins are being 
hoarded for expected future 
profits on the silver and 


emergencies and their old age. 
The U. S. is the only country 
that does not allow its citizens 
to own gold bullion and limits 
the ownership of gold coins to 


collectors only—and these gold — 


coins must be coins that have 
been struck before 1933 umless 
they can be proven to have a 
definite numismatic value. Al- 
though the price of gold bullion 
is fixed at $35.00 per ounce 
here in our country, in many 
sections of the world it is 
bringing from 50% to 90% 
more on the black market. The

Coins vs. Stamps 


By STEPHAN WEXLER 


A 125 year old battle, still 
raging at top speed without a 
leader. 

When the first stamp was is- 
sued by Great Britain in 1840, 
and the first stamp collector’s 
albums were published by 
France in 1866, a battle then 
began between stamps sand 
coins to find out which one of 
the two was the most profit- 
able and which would be the 
favorite and wide-spread hobby 
throughout the world. 

Of the 180 million people in 
the United States, more than 
11% or over 19 million people 
collect stamps, either as a hob- 
by or as a business. A few 
stamps issued since the start 
of 1964 that are especially fam- 
ous in the U.S. are the Tonga 
Gold Stamps, the New York 
World’s Fair Stamp, and the 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy Mem- 
orial Stamp, just recently is- 
sued. The Tonga Gold Stamps 
have opened up a new field of 
beauty in stamps that is is be- 
yond compare from any coin 
ever issued. The New York 
World’s Fair Stamp and the 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy Mem- 


orial Stamp commemorate both 


happiness and grief in the Un- 
ited States’ 186 years as a free 
and independent nation. 

A few rare stamps are 
known to collector’s and non- 
collectors alike. The British 
Guiana 1-penny is the rirest 
and highest priced stamp in the 
history of the making of 
making of stamps. It is no 
wonder that it is the rarest, be- 
cause only one of its kind has 
ever been found anywhere in 
the world. Its present value is 
around $265,000. The Cape of 
Good Hope 4-pence, which w3s 
issued in 1853 was the first 
stamp to have a shape other' 
than that of a square or rect- 
angle which, up to that time, 
had been the only shape of 
stamps thit had been issued. A 
famous U.S.A. rarity is the 24c 
inverted Air Mail stamp. It 
may be recognized by the up- 
side-down plane in the center of 
the stamp. There is only one 
sheet known to exist, which 
was bought in 1943 for $250,000.

finally realized the value of 
this system of money, and 
started to mint their own coins. 
In the 1300's, China became the 
first country to issue paper 
money. Gold was first tried in 
the making of coins and proved 
to be satisfactory in the mak- 
ing of coins. 

The first coin to be issued in 
the United States was the 1- 
cent and it was printed in 
1787, 11 years after America’s 
independence. The first and 
only money system was adopt- 
ed in 1793 and was based on 
the dollar-and-decimal system. 
When the Civil War was over, 
Confederate money became 
worthless. But today, any Con- 
federate money and even tok- 
ens issued during the Civil War 
have great numism=?tic value. 


When the John Fitzger2ld 
Kennedy H2lf-Dollar was is- 
sued, the same story was re- 
peated by collectors and non- 
collectors, when a new coin is 
issued. Everyone rushes to the 
banks to get the half-dollars in 
brilliant uncirculated form that 
there really aren’t very many 
coins left to put into circula- 
tion. This is another way that 
the number of coin-collectors 
were increased greatly in the 
United States. 

There have been many fam- 


ous collections and collectors 
in the history of coins. The for- 
mer Secretary of Treasury: 
William H. Woodwin, and for- 
mer King Victor Emanuel of 
Italy. In all of the long history 
of coins, it is believed that Ver- 
gil Brand had the biggest col- 
lection of anyone else in tha 
world.

main reason for this is that 
when politics are shaky in 
these countries the people do 
not want to rely on the paper 
currency at all, and they will 
pay whatever premium neces- 
sary to obtain gold. They fig- 
ure thot their paper money 
might become worthless at any 
time, but that the gold will al- 
ways have a definite value as 
it has had throughout the years 
all over the world. So if the 
country they are living in is 
absorbed by another and the 
currency invalidated, they can 
still buy groceries with their 
gold, or if they leave their 
country and settle someplace 
else, all their gold is negotiable 
wherever they go. Of course 
silver would be negotiable too, 
but the difference between $1.29 
per ounce and at least $35.00 
per ounce makes a big differ- 
ence in the bulk that would 
have to be transported around. 
Speaking about bulk, a $1,000.00 
bag of silver dollors weighs 59 
pounds, so it would be quite 
difficult to travel around the 
country with your life savings 
in silver dollars. Now here is 
something that most hoarders 
overlook. When for instance 
they bury a bag of silver dol- 
lars or hide them under the 
bed, even if they buy them for 
face value they are losing 
money by keeping them buried, 
unless the price of silver goes 
up enough to compensate for 
the interest they are losing on 
their money. 

To our way of thinking it is 
much better to invest in a num- 
ismatic item that has a defin- 
ite numismatic value to begin 
with and shows a promise of 
appreciating in  numismatic 
value, rather than to hope for 
an increase in the price of the 
metal alone to realize a profit. 
Silver dollars with numisma- 
tic values will also increase in 
value relative to the increase 
in the price of silver if that 
time ever comes. Actually you 
will have a double shot going 
for you when you buy silver 
dollars with a numismatic val-

ue to begin with. When the 
numismatic value increases you 
have a profit, and if the silver 
content value ever increases 
you have an additional profit. 

“Of course you will have to 
decide for yourself which dates 
of silver dollars you wish to 
purchase, and then you will 
have to purchase them at the 
best price you can. Due to the 
releases during the past few 
months many of the formerly 
scarcer dollars are now com- 
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mon, and several of the dollars 
that were then common are 
now scarce by comparison. For 
example the 1889-P dollar with 
a mintage of over 21,000,000 
never commanded much of a 
premium in uncirculated condi- 
tion until quite recently. The 
reason for this is that when the 
Treasury started dumping out 
all the bags of dollars, there 
were relatively few 1889-P dol- 
lars turned loose. This means 
that they all were out in circul-
